The Election Issues 


^TRIPPED of the hyperbole rom- 
% mon to the hustings during an 
election campaign there are more 
Ihings similar than different al>ont 
the platforms f of the four main cotv 
tending panics. -Except on two di¬ 
vergent, points it is very much a mas¬ 
ter of degree and emphasis. 

All four parties favor some form 
of medical care, for instance, either 
in full Mk iali/cd fo r m, extension of 
the MSA method or by som^ mher 
scheme. They show equal concern if 
in separate shading about public- 
works programs, development of re¬ 
sources. soc ial assistance and kindred 
matters. The CCV proclaims a full 
and satisfying life for all, but that 
basically is the essence nf all four 
platforms. 

It is the .rngthock to bring this 
about that differ, and of necessity 
thexlaims have been phrased mostly 
in general terms. Details -only be¬ 
come clear, and often more difficult 
than anticipated, when they are 
gripped in administrative reality. 

There is a cleavage about power 
and about education, perhaps the two 
most distinctive features of the cam¬ 
paign. The CCF, in conformity with 
its socialist tradition, would take over 
the public utilities, including the FU\ 
Electric and the B.(\ Telephone The 
other parties shy away from whole¬ 
sale nationalization and the huge 
costs involved. All three opposition 
groups would give priority to Colum¬ 
bia power development over the 
Peace River. 

By contrast it* is here that the 
Socreds are more vulnerable. The 
Bennett government is tom hetween 
the Peace and the Columbia because 
of its vision of northern development. 
As a result it has seemed to straddle 


two horses at the same time, when 
jierhaps there is need only for one 
for some years to come. 

^ Kdueation presents the other prin¬ 
cipal divergence. The Liberals prom 
ise to lift education costs from the 
municipalities and transfer them to 
the provincial budget. The Conserva¬ 
tives extend this *by promising to 
make education, hospital and welfare 
costa a provincial responsibility. The 
CCF hfe+- fH- opoaa 1* -of-a somewhat 
similar nature. 

As against this the Socreds stick 
bv the $.Y) homeowners’ grant-, prob¬ 
ably banking on the indefinite nature 
of the taxation benefits to he de¬ 
rived otherwise and the maxim that 
a bird in hand is worth two in the 
bush. 

The Social Credit platform avoids 
pew promises as such. The govern* 
ment prefers to stand on its record 
of accomplishment during the past 
eight years—its road, rail and ferry 
projects, its social welfare and edu¬ 
cation grants, its labor legislation 
and debt reduction—and to the gen¬ 
eral progress of the province during 
its term of office. 

The latter is not all the doing of 
the Socreds but assuredly had B.C. 
been in the economic doldrums the 
government would have been assailed 
ns responsible. Not without some 
warrant therefore it claims credit for 
the prosperity that has marked its 
years of goverance. 

It is of course the claim of all 
three opposition parties that they can 
do all that the government can do 
and more; and do it better, cheaper 
and more efficiently. Whether the 
voters think this can he done, and 
by whom if by any, is the poser 
♦hat faces them as they get ready 
to cast their ballots. 


No Place for Cars 


T HE city parks committee has in 
. mind the possibility that Beacon 
Hill Park eventually will have to be 
closed to vehicular traffic. At a re- 
oe^Vit meeting the bommittee was told 
'Ihat it Was only a matter of time be¬ 
fore "drastic steps” would have Jo 
be taken "to protect the park for 
pedestrians for whom it was designed 
and intended.” 

Why wait? 

Is there any good reason why 
motor vehicles should have the run 
of the park’s narrow roadways, or 
take up space for parking? 

There is no part of this delight¬ 
ful park which cannot be reached by 
way of a short walk from the per¬ 
imeter roads. The park is neither 
so big nor its special beauty spots 
so hard of access that visitors need 
to travel through it in cars. 


Admitting vehicles only encour¬ 
ages laziness; and anyhow this is 
a park seen to far better advantage 
on foot than through car windows. 
To derive full enjoyment from it one 
needs to stroll in leisurely fashion 
along its bowered paths and among 
the glorious flowers, savoring their 
perfume as well as their beauty. The 
fragrance of Beacon Hill Park is not 
enhanced by the stench of exhaust 

fumes. 

No one enjoying on foot the de¬ 
lights of the park should have to step 
aside for a wheeled monster taking 
up far more than its share of room 
and occupied by people whose'health 
and pleasure would he improved by 
stepping out jnto the sunshine. 

Beacon Hill should he one place 
at least where lovers of the outdoors 
and of natural beauty could escape 
contact with the automobile. 


The Forgotten Spirit 


TN 1896 the Olympic Games were 

revived after 1,500 years, mainly 
due to the efforts of Baron de Cou- 
hertin who saw in them "the spread¬ 
ing of the cult of sport and sports¬ 
manship throughout the whole 
world.” 

How far the 20^h century Games 
have left this objective behind was 
first, demonstrated by Hitler during 
the Berlin Games of 1936. There he 
used the Olympics as a propaganda 
platform to extol the racial and na¬ 
tional superiority of the German 
people to the disgust of the rest of 
the world. z

since been discarded. The present 
Games, in fact, resulted in a contest 
between the two most powerful na¬ 
tions of the world in which individ 
ual victories and acts of sportsman¬ 
ship were forgotten in the mad 
scramble to amass more and more 
-points to prove the superiority of one 
nation over another—not only in ath¬ 
letics but in its way of life and its 
political system. 

In short, the Games have deterio¬ 
rated into another cold war battle¬ 
field with its victims its athletes— 
and the spirit of sportsmanship.

taurant windows once sailed the giant 
albatross down by ,the Land of Fire. 

The old Mary was towed around 
the coast as an ore carrier for a 
couple of years, then one da?k and 
stormy night about six years ago 
she and the tug Chelan and 14 of a 
crew went to the bottom off the 
Alaskan coast. 

If this sounds like a requiem for 
an old friend, it s also in a way, an 
anniversary; 50 years ago today, the 

Princess Mary was launched at Pais¬ 
ley, Scotland.

Secondly, ami murh more import¬ 
antly, a great overhaul and reshuffle 
of the police force is under way. It 
appears now as if the days of in¬ 
discriminate liquor raiding in the 
townships, which made the police so 
hated, are to be at an end. as well 
as the system of summary arrest* 
for not having a pass (now known 
as a leference book'. 

Further, discipline and training 
in manners, particularly vis e vis the 
African, are to be tightened up-end 
about time, too.

Some of the b*'st people are leav¬ 
ing television In droves, and the other 
day I asked one of these people.- 
Henry Weinstein, who won an Emmy 
producing "The Play of the Week."

So far enrolment in 
Greater Victoria schools 
totals 22,324 — an increase 
of 866 — and the figure at 
the end of the first week of 
the fall term was still ris¬ 
ing. 

Bulk of the increase is at 
the elementary level, with 349 
more students' in junior high 
and an additional 352 in senior 
high schools. Elementary 
schools show a total increase 
of 165. 

School superintendent John 
Gough said there is virtually 
no spare room in the district’s 
schools. Temporary accommo¬ 
dation was pressed into use 
at four schools and at tw’o 
schools- one in Saanich and 
the other in Esquimalt—over¬ 
crowding has forced a shift of 
some pupils to other schools. 

Board officials are going 
ahead with plans for a new 
school building bylaw follow¬ 
ing the recent school board 
decision to hold the vote next 
spring.
